Active duty, Guard, Reserve and 
Department of Defense employees here 
completed a record-setting B-2 Spirit 
surge July 14 to ensure America’s nu-
clear deterrence is ready at a moment’s 
notice.

The surge tested this Air Force 
Global Strike Command base’s ability 
to hot-pit refuel the B-2 while gener-
ating sorties around the clock for one 
week.

This was a historic week, accord-
ing to Capt. Brady Poe, 509th Aircraft 
Maintenance Squadron operations of-
ficer. A new wing record was set with 
21 sorties in a day and 64 sorties in a

This week our Defenders and first responders had a chance to prac-
tice how they would react to one of the most terrible events that can 
occur on a military installation – an active shooter.

As the events at Ft. Hood in 2009 taught us, mass shootings can take 
place on military installations. Although we place a special trust and 
confidence in our military members, we have to remember that they 
are people, and just like everyone else they can be driven to commit 
acts of violence.

Although this week’s exercise tested our response to a shooting in 
progress, an effective workplace violence program should start long 

before anyone picks up a gun. Pay attention 
to your Airmen and your co-workers; be 
involved in their lives and be aware when 
they are going through hard times. At almost 
every recent mass shooting, whether at Fort 
Hood, Virginia Tech or Tuscon, Ariz., there 
has been some indication beforehand that 
the shooter was troubled. It’s impossible to 
know if anything could have changed the 

outcome of those tragedies, but we have a responsibility to try.
There are numerous resources on base available to individuals in 

need of help. The Mental Health clinic, the Chaplain, and the Airman 
and Family Readiness Center all have experience helping Airmen, ci-
vilians and family members who are having difficulty coping with life’s 
stressful moments. But these outstanding resources do us little good if 
we are afraid to use them, or fail our Airmen by not intervening when 
we know something is wrong.

Our Security Forces, Fire, Medical and Bioenvironmental Airmen 
and Civilians, along with many others across the base, did an outstand-
ing job during Tuesday’s exercise. The true test of Team Whiteman’s 
preparedness, however, will be if we can prevent an incident like this 
from ever happening at all.

Servicemembers are required 
to adhere to higher standards than 
those in the local civilian commu-
nities due to the importance of the 
mission and the responsibility for 
the safety and security of our coun-
try.

Everyone who has served in the 
U.S. Air Force has received brief-
ings on how their personal conduct, 
in or out of uniform, must be above 
reproach at all times.  

These briefings began during 
the first days of basic military train-
ing and have continued through 
commander’s calls, first sergeant 
inprocessing appointments, guard-
mounts, roll calls and others. 

Through these briefings, mem-
bers are aware that misconduct can 
lead to possible administrative, non-
judicial, or judicial actions in the 
form of letters of counseling, reduc-
tion in grade through article 15, to 
confinement resulting from a courts 
martial conviction. But, what may 
not be commonly understood is that 
misconduct, to a certain degree, not 
only applies to the military member, 
but can have negative consequences 
to the careers of civilian employees 
and base contractors as well.  

Even though the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice does not apply 
to civil service, non-appropriated 
funds employees, and civilian con-
tractor personnel, they are still sub-
ject to the same standards or guide-
lines as Air Force members are for 
obtaining and maintaining access to 
classified and or security clearances 
necessary for their duty positions.  

The Air Force Central Adjudica-
tion Facility in Washington D.C. is 
the central location responsible for 
determining Air Force-connected 
personnel’s reliability and trustwor-
thiness and awarding access and 
security clearances.  The AFCAF 
uses thirteen adjudication guide-
lines to assist in their decisions.  
These guidelines vary from several  
categories ranging from foreign in-
fluence, financial considerations, 
alcohol consumption to criminal ac-
tivity, to name a few.  

But as mentioned, these stan-
dards apply to all personnel, mili-
tary or not, who work at Whiteman 
and have at least a need for restrict-
ed area or base network access.

What does this mean to you?  
Well, you if you are active-duty, 

Guard or Reserve in the Air Force, 
civil service or NAF employee, or a 
contractor working on base and (for 
example) have Facebook accounts

Local law enforcement 
prepares for house parties

The latest music streams from the speak-
ers as the guest, minors and legal-aged 
drinkers enjoy their evening. Laughter, con-
versation, cigarette smoke and empty beer 
bottles surround the party crowd shortly 
before the police arrive to check on the 
disturbance. 

Officers don’t always know the exact 
situation they will face upon arrival and 
because of this, Air Force Global Strike 
Command Airmen volunteered to help cre-
ate this scenario as part of an exercise to 
prepare police officers from Whiteman, 
Warrensburg and Knob Noster July 13. 

The exercise made it possible for officers 
to receive the training they need to handle 

real-world situations. Each volunteer was 
given a role to play and act as drunken stu-
dents and citizens when the cops arrived. 
Some were runners, criers, loudmouths and 
worried parents, to achieve a scenario as re-
alistic as possible. The officers then tried to 
corral the situation. 

There were two scenarios played one af-
ter another, each with a different group of 
law enforcement officers. After each situa-
tion, the officers discussed the setting and 
how they could have handled the situation 
better. 

“We’re helping educate them as to the 
real dangers of underage drinking and what 
the consequences of the underage drinking 
are,” said Lt. Mike Pryor, Tucson, Ariz., po-
lice department consultant and training in-
structor. “The other thing we are trying to do

a week. Two hundred and thirty five hours 
were flown during the surge, which is two-
thirds of an average month’s total flying 
hour program. 

“We wanted to take the B-2 and the 
maintenance and operations communities to 
the limit of aircraft generation while safely 
generating as many sorties and hours as pos-
sible,” Captain Poe said.

509th Bomb Wing and 131st Bomb Wing 

members from the maintenance group, oper-
ations group and logistic readiness squadron 
worked together seamlessly to ensure a suc-
cessful surge. The captain noted even with 
the mental and physical stress from the heat 
and number of sorties, each player made it 
enjoyable and directed all their focus on the 
aircraft generation. 

Hot pit crews turned six jets in a day 
with each pit taking an hour to an hour and a 

half. The crews stood in the heat of the day 
or humidity of the night round the clock to 
push aircraft through the surge with minimal 
breaks, according to Captain Poe.

“Maintenance, operations and logistics 
did an unreal job,” he added. “I’m at a loss 
for words at how great everyone did this 
week. It took an entire team effort to make 
this happen and that is exactly how it played 
out.”

Whiteman Airman from the 442nd Fight-
er Wing received their promotions during 
the month of July.

is give the officers valuable tools to respond
to these kinds of calls when they get there.”

The main purpose of the training was
for officers to know how to respond in case
they are faced with a similar real world situ-
ation, and was made possible by a federal
grant.

“What we’re trying to do is let the mi-
nors know just how big of a problem under-
age drinking is,” Lieutenant Pryor said.

Officers said house parties are differ-
ent than they were 10-15 years ago. They
said parties now incorporate more underage
drinkers, and also very dangerous weapons.

“Guns, knives, chains, all kinds of weap-
ons are at these parties,” said Jeff Huffman,
program coordinator. “Officers never really
know what they are coming up on.”

Officers will use data collected during
the exercise to patrol house parties this fall.

It was a Thursday afternoon before a hol-
iday weekend. Most of Team Whiteman was 
closing shop and heading home in prepara-
tion for Independence Day. 

An A-10 Thunderbolt II pilot from the 
442nd Fighter Wing here was about to land 
that afternoon with probably the same plans 
-- land the aircraft, taxi in, shut down and 
enjoy the weekend. It didn’t turn out that 
way though. Instead, the aircraft ended up 
off the runway and in need of assistance.

The event took place June 29, and emer-
gency units responded to the scene immedi-
ately. A safety investigation board has con-
vened to determine the cause. 

The aircraft stayed where it landed over-
night for inspection reasons, but an entry-
control point was set-up with security forces 
guarding the aircraft around the clock. 

By 4:30 p.m. the next day, response 
units from around base were on-scene to 
assist the aircraft move. With the help of 
a 60,000-pound crane, a semi-truck and 
a team of dedicated servicemembers, the 
aircraft was safely in a hangar in less than 
seven hours.

The 442nd FW, 509th Bomb Wing and 
131st Bomb Wing worked together seam-
lessly to recover the crashed aircraft. A crash 
recovery team led by the 442nd FW was 
supported by members from active duty, the 
Air National Guard and Department of De-
fense civilians alike in the recovery of the 
16-ton aircraft. 

“The total force team of professionals 
made a very difficult task look routine,” said 
Col.  Eric Overturf, 442nd FW commander. 
“It made me proud of Team Whiteman to 
see everyone come together on short notice 
and get the mission done.”

 “It was inspirational to see the jet be-
ing lifted off the ground with fireworks from 
Ike Skelton Park going off in the distance,” 
Colonel Overturf said. “It reminded me that 
we’re part of the best Air Force in the world, 
and it was a 4th of July weekend memory 
that I’ll never forget.”

The Display Move
The recovery team’s task to lift the 16-

ton aircraft out of the dirt and into the safety 
of a hangar was helped by a decision to 
move an A-10 static display only 15 days 
prior to the accident.

An  A-10 static display had been located 
next to Spirit Boulevard since 1994, but 
with the completion of the new 303rd Fight-
er Squadron building, the 442nd FW wanted 
to move the display closer to the new struc-
ture and the units who support the A-10.

“The static aircraft represents the 442nd 
[FW] and it didn’t make sense for it to be 
geographically separated, so we wanted it 
closer to the area of base we reside,” said 
Master Sgt. Tyler Bane, 442nd FW crashed 
damaged disabled aircraft recovery (CD-
DAR)  team chief.

The A-10 display was lifted by helicopter 
when placed at its original spot in 1994, ac-
cording to Sergeant Bane.

“We knew there was no way we could use 
a helicopter this time around,” the sergeant 
added. “A helicopter lift would require help 
from too many agencies and a large amount 
of building evacuations, so we explored our 
options.”

Sergeant Bane said his team noticed one 
important factor while exploring their op-
tions – there was no way the aircraft could 
be moved down the road with the wings 
attached. His team decided to remove the 
wings and take the aircraft to its new resting 
spot by road.

The 442nd FW coordinated the move 
through the 509th and 131st Bomb Wings 
starting in April 2011. With the assistance of 
all three units, and after months of coordina-
tion, the wings were removed by June 15. 

The team brought a crane to the wing-
less and waiting aircraft that day; lifted it, 

swung it into the road and set it on its gears. 
The aircraft was then attached to a truck and 
towed to the 303rd Fighter Squadron build-
ing here. The crane was brought to the new 
site and the aircraft was lifted twice before 
coming to a comfortable rest next to the 
fighter squadron. 

Sergeant Bane noted that the entire pro-
cess only took four hours, “The job was as 
smooth as silk and played out exactly as 
planned – the way it should have.”

The team chiefs were rotated throughout 
the process, so other could receive training. 
“I did the initial lift and the next two lifts 
were lead by 509th and 131st [BW] mem-
bers,” Sergeant Bane said.

Combined forces worked together with 
great success and ease, “Everyone was pro-
fessional and geared toward getting the mis-
sion done,” the sergeant said.

Since FOD
is mostly made up of small
rocks and pebbles, it is hard
to remove the debris with
sweeper trucks, so Airman
have to physically remove
the FOD by lining up side-
by-side and walking across
the flightline. After Airmen
perform their FOD walks,
the collected debris is com-
bined into one bag and
turned in. At the end of each
quarter, the total amount of
FOD collected is weighed.
More than 200 pounds was
collected July 15.

Team Whiteman members partici-

pated in the Major Accident Response 
Exercise, here Tuesday to evaluate 
emergency response procedures.

“The goal of this exercise was to 
evaluate how we would handle a real 
event if it happened,” said Master Sgt. 
William Crider, 509th Bomb Wing 
evaluation exercise team chief. 

Sergeant Crider said that during the 
exercise an active shooter went into 
building 115, where airmen were pre-
paring to go on a training deployment.  
Twenty people were injured and four 
killed during the shooting. The shooter 
was then apprehended by two victims 

and escorted out by security forces 
members.

Afterward, security forces person-
nel cleared the building to ensure there 
was no more shooters or suspicious 
packages, ambulatory services arrived 
on scene to give aid to injured airmen.

“We tried to make the scenario as 
real as possible to make sure our re-
sponse teams are completely pre-
pared,” Sergeant Crider said.

The performances will be measured 
by following local checklists and pro-
cedures outlined in the Air Force In-
struction and the current Whiteman 
emergency plans.

  “In the future we are going to have 
an even stronger exercise to make sure 
we are ready for whatever comes our 
way,” said Sergeant Crider.

Senior Airman Matt Barker

With only two months in country, Senior
Airman Matt Barker, 407thAir Expeditionary
Support Squadron, from the 509th Logistics
Readiness Squadron, to carry out his duties
as a special vehicle maintenance journeyman
for fire trucks and commercial vehicles.

The Airman left this Air Force Global
Strike Command base April 27 for Ali
Air Base, Iraq, where he performs vehicle
maintenance activities on military and com-
mercial design fire fighting vehicles and
equipment. Activities include inspection, di-
agnostics, repair and rebuild of components
and assemblies.

Airman Barker said he uses his knowl-
edge of mechanical theory to apply the nec-
essary repairs to correct deficiency with the
fire department’s vehicles. His skill helps
maintain overall mechanical condition of
the vehicles and equipment to keep the base
protected.

“If vehicles are unserviceable, then the
fire department is minus a vehicle and can
slow down the response time of tending to a
fire or plane crash,” Airman Barker said as he
explained the importance of his role.

He is also responsible for and assists
with properly disposing hazardous waste
materials.

“We collect and load the scrap metal onto
our wrecker and take it to the scrap yard and
unload,” the Ohio local said. “I was the alter-
nate safety representative for our group here
and helped ensure safety in all areas before
the new crew arrived. I’ve also done post at-
tack reconnaissance where a team would go
out after we’ve been attacked and search for
unexploded ordnances.”

Airman Barker’s duties at home are simi-
lar to those in the area of responsibility, but
his working environment is somewhat differ-
ent there. He said he works longer hours and
more of them are spent outside.

“I also work on other vehicles ranging
from Ford 150 to Ford vans, Dodge Dakota,

refueling trucks and sweepers,” he said. “I
can work on pretty much any vehicle that
is in the Air Force fleet, but if a fire truck is
down then I have to work on that since I’m
experienced and know more than the regular
mechanics who don’t specialize on those.”

Before his shift, Airman Barker spends
time at the fitness center, which has helped
him lose more than 20 pounds.

He is also a member of the Airman’s
Council, a committee whose primary goal is
to provide Airmen with open lines of com-
munication to leaders and offer suggestions
to help make improvements which contrib-
utes to the quality-of-life for Airmen.

Combined with his training and work
ethic it’s not uncommon for Airman Barker
to step up in times of need, according to his
NCO in charge.

“Airman Barker is one of those Airmen
you can count on to get things done quickly,
efficiently and safely, and for the most part
you don’t have to ask because he is already
working the issue,” said Staff Sgt. Joaquinn
Lopez, NCO in charge of farm maintenance.

“Airman Barker is an all around go to
guy, and he is a key piece in completing the
mission on hand.”

This is Airman Barker’s third time being
deployed, but it is his second time at Tallil,
which the base is commonly referred to.

“Although I don’t enjoy the heat or the
sand, I do enjoy the experience of being de-
ployed, the mission critical work I get to do,
and the significance that goes along with it,”
Airman Barker said.

He said he is proud to be there especial-
ly for holidays such as Memorial Day and
Independence Day.

While his impact to the mission is critical,
he said he misses home, his family and his
new bride.

“While here, I asked my beautiful [then]
girlfriend, Christi, to marry me and we were
married by proxy July 15,” he said. “We stay
in contact through e-mail and Internet chat. I
miss her and look forward to being with her
when I return to Whiteman.”

Three children die every day from
drowning.

It’s the leading cause of death from an
injury for children ages 1-4 years old, ac-
cording to the Centers for Disease Control
and Prevention. Mid-summer is prime time
for water fun, but it can also be deadly, if
parents aren’t careful.

The Red Cross Summer Water Safety
Guide states that more than 90 percent of
families with young children will spend
time in the water this summer. And almost
half of them plan to swim in places with no 
lifeguard.

What does this mean?
You need to take responsibility for your

children’s safety around water. Here are six
tips from the Red Cross and the CDC to
keep your children safe:

1. Learn CPR. Seconds count if your
child falls into the water. You could be the
life-saving support until paramedics ar-
rive. Contact your local Red Cross chapter
or your local fire department to learn when
CPR classes are available.

2. Supervise your children constantly
around water. Never leave the supervision
to an older child, and avoid distractions
yourself when watching your kids. This

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includes around bathtubs, swimming
pools and natural bodies of water—such
as the ocean or a lake.

3. Secure pools with proper barri-
ers. Install a four-sided fence around
your pool. It should have self-closing
and self-latching gates.

4. Always wear life jackets. Even
if your kids know how to swim, they
should always wear life jackets around
natural bodies of water, such as the ocean
or lake. For younger or inexperienced
swimmers, they should wear life jackets

around all water, even pools.
5. Make sure everyone in your home

knows how to swim. Have young kids?
Enroll them in age-appropriate swim
courses. And if you still need to learn,
sign up for classes immediately.

6. Have lifesaving equipment avail-
able nearby. This includes reaching or
throwing equipment (such as a lifesaver
and rope), a cell phone, lifejackets and a
first aid kit.

and regularly correspond with a friend in a
foreign country, your reliability may be ques-
tioned by the AFCAF under the adjudication
guideline of foreign influence.

Additionally, if you are 90-days delinquent
on a credit card, your access or clearance may
be suspended while the AFCAF determines
your reliability for financial considerations.

If you have an alcohol related incident, not
only will you face administrative or punitive
actions based on the incident, but you may
also lose your access and clearance from the
AFCAF for alcohol abuse.

If you are apprehended or arrested for a do-
mestic dispute, your access or clearance may
be revoked for criminal activity depending on
the situation.

Besides the AFCAF, your commander also

has the authority to terminate access through
the establishment of a Security Information
File on individuals whose reliability has be-
come questionable due to violation of one or
more of the thirteen adjudication standards.

What happens if you loose your access?
As with any type of employment, if you

can’t do the job you were hired for and trained
to do because your access has been revoked,
military personnel can be separated and civil-
ian or contractor personnel can be terminated
in the worse-case conditions.
